Whether or not Covina will pro- 


vide its share of funds necessary in 
making the preliminary survey of 
the sewage problem in the San Gab- 
riel valley will probably be decided 
upon at the next meeting of the city 
council, Tuesday evening, September 
2nd. It is understood that this city 
will react favorably toward the do- 
nation, amounting to $600. The total 
sum, to be raised, among the four- 
teen local cities affected by the pro- 
ject, is between $10,000 and $15,000, 
to be used by the .parties hi charge 
of the investigation. A resolution 
of intension to pave several city 
streets, before discussed, will also 
probably be drawn up at this meet- 
ing. 


Five cities concerned with the new 


sewage plan have already signified 
their intention to present their share 
of the funds: Pasadena, South Pasa- 
dena, Alhambra, El 'Monte and 
Azusa. A few have stated that they 
were not interested;; and the re- 
mainder, including Cpvina, are ex- 
pected to come to some conclusion 
to the near future concerning the 
extent of their cooperation. 


The survey, after the necessary 


money is raised, will take from four 
to six months" time. The three en- 
gineers chosen to carry on the in- 
vestigation are H. A. Van Norman, 
chief engineer of the bureau of 
power and water of- Los Angeles;

Be Paid September 1 


Both issues of the Home Tele- 


phone Company of Covina bonds 
iiave been called for redemption and 
the First National Bank of Covina, 
which is named the paying agent in 
both issues, advises that other ar- 
rangements have been made by the 
company, and these issues will be 
paid at the Title Insurance and Trust 
company in Los Angeles. 


The first and refunding bonds, due 


in 1943, were called for payment on 
June 1st last and no interest will 
accrue on those bonds after June 1, 
1930. 
The other issue of general and 


refunding bonds, due in 1953, have 
been called for redemption Septem- 
ber 1st next. 


The First National Bank of Co- 


vina also advises that 'they will be 
glad to offer their facilities to the 


tute of Technology, each of them 
having been connected with work 
of this nature in California for many 
years. 


The results of the survey should

Since the origin of the disposal 


idea in 1925, Covinans have favored 
its development. In 1926, when a 
$4,400,000 bond issue failed to pass, 
this city went on record for the plan 
five to one. Now, with plans for the 
thoro investigation of the local • sit- 
uation forming as they are, actual 
progress may be notable in the next 
few months. After the presentation 
of the survey, another bond issue 
must be presented and carried, the 
interest and payments on which will 
be collected by an" extra tax (prob- 
ably about 40 cents on $100) for a 
period of twenty years. This rate 
will decrease, however, thru the 
twenty-year period. 


The present system of septic tanks 


is about as expensive, if continued 
thru the next two decades, as the 
entire cost of the new system would 
be, it is said. And as the city grows 
larger, a more efficient method of 
sewage disposal is most important. 
However, even if everything works 
out as it is hoped, it will be several 
years before the new plan is com- 
pleted and in operating shape.

Farms" concerning the poultry in- 
dustry in southern California, which 
might be interesting to local raisers. 
Almost three-quarters of a million 
hens in eighteen California counties 
are included in the survey, giving 
a fair average estimate of costs and 
profits. 


The average net profit per hen is 


37 cents per year. By net profit is 
meant the clear sum left after all 
the cash expenses, an allowance for 
family labor, depreciation on the 
buildings and equipment, and inter- 
est'on the investment at six per cent 
are deducted. 


Los Angeles county, with approxi- 


mately 45,000 birds, in one year's 
survey produced an average of 153 
eggs and a net profit of $1.02 per 
bird, considerably above the average 
for the state. 


There is a very, definite tendency 


for the profit to increase as the pro- 
duction increases. This bears out the 
statement that the most important 
things a poultryman can do is to 
try to increase his production per 
hen.

cording to the scientist, but it is unwise to overlook the 
importance of an attractive appearance. It is well to cul- 
tivate an air of confidence in one's ability to handle the 
job, but strive to hit a balance between boastfulness and 
fawning anxiety. 


Further advice included learning to be discreetly 


silent in the presence of business superiors. It pays the 
beginner in any game to be alert, but he should refrain 
from giving unwanted advice and play a silently receptive 
game. 


The universities of California, widely advertised as the 


largest in the world, are the equal of any but the very 
small colleges in the "personal quality" of their teaching. 
The ratio of the faculty to students is what counts, accord- 
ing to Robert G. Sproul, youthful president of the Univer- 
sity of California; at California this ratio is 1 to 12; at Yale, 
1 to 11; at Stanford, 1 to 10; and at Michigan, 1 to 13. As 
long as mass education does not become herd education, 
there is a chance for the personal contact which is so im- 
portant. But in learning to get along in the world we 
must all adopt a certain amount of confidence as well' as 
knowledge from the process.

Just as we look with awe.aCthe creators of.personal_ 


type, such as Mary Pickford and Joan Crawford, so we 
are forced to wonder at the ingenuity of the man who 
originated the extremely successful and money-making 
idea of miniature golf. His. name is Garnet Carter, owner 
of Fairyland Inn on Lookout mountain in Tennessee, and 
he holds many of the basic patents that are reaping royal- 
ties in unbelievable sums. Future generations may know 
of the Carter along with the Rockfellers and Du Fonts for 
accumulation of great wealth in a particular field. 


A little over six months old, the golfing "business" has 


assumed the proportions of a respectable American indus- 
try, certainly eclipsing the growth of any other in the past. 
People are after thrills in this country, and altho.one does- 
n't get quite the kick out of sinking a hole in one on a 
miniature course as he gets out of a large green, still the 
thrill is there and besides it takes only about one-half or 
one-third as long. So the two modern tendencies, thrill- 
seeking and time-saving, when stirred well and spread out 
on a corner lot, mean money. 


The mighty movie industry, despite new developments 


and improvements in talkie technic, is keenly aware of 
pee-wee golf's insidious attack on the public-to-be-enter- 
tained. Last week Fox West Coast theaters announced 
that the DeLuxe theater at Los Angeles had been con- 
verted into an interior miniature golf course as an ex- 
perimental venture. If successful, the DeLuxe process 
will be followed in other houses of the West Coast circuit, 
particularly those dark houses that show too small a mar- 
gin of profit. 


True Prosperity Returning— 


Good times will return to America in October, bankers 


of the country voted, two to one, in a poll analyzed in the 
American magazine by Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of the department of commerce. The remaining one- 
third of the bankers polled put the date no later than 
January 1st. All predicted a healtier condition than that 
which preceded the 1929 debacle. 


Eleven depressions in the past forty years were on the 


average about thirteen months' duration. In no case have 
these depressions, especially that of 1929, covered areas 
on the business map as have those of 1907 and 1921, ac- 
cording to Klein. 


Even Henry Ford, that shrewd and thoroly experienced 


business judge, predicts an early return to prosperity in 
its true sense. The activity of a year ago was false, he 
stated in a recent interview, and based on nothing but 
ticker tape; but now we have arrived at the brass tacks 
era and are heading fast toward earned prosperity. 


Fifty-seven Airports in County— 


Los Angeles county, with its 57 airports and landing 


fields out of the 1657 thruout the nation, already is a cen- 
ter of aviation activity. And two new air mail routes from 
Los Angeles in the near fututre will increase air activity 
in this district. One will be 2559 miles long, from New 
York here, and the other a distance of 2008 miles, from 
Los Angeles to Atlanta. The state of California has 164 
airports and landing fields, more than any other state. 


In this county there are 18 airplane manufacturers, 


11 airplane motor factories and 25 aviation schools, with 
approximately 1500 students under instruction. Los An- 
geles county has more licensed airplane pilots than any 
other county in the United States, and of the 200 licensed 
women pilots thruout the country, 52 are in California 
and 35 of these in this county.

It is like a crime and a sacrilege 1 


to attempt to tell of the beauty, 
fascination and interest of Japan, 
after but four day's hurried looking 
and traveling, even tho under the 
direction of a most competent guide, 
who knows his country and its 
special interests welL Our intro- 
duction was Saturday evening, after 
the 
docking of our liner, 
the 


Chichibu Maru, when nine of us 
climbed more or less clumsily into 
as many rikishas and for an hour 
were taken thru the crowded streets 
of Yokohama, where the color, ac- 
tivity, movement and life were all 
so new and full of wonder. Never 
in any country could domestic life 
be more transparent, for not only 
are the little, lightly-built houses 
wide open to the passer-by, but very 
nearly every house has a shop of 
some sort, right out where the side 
walk ought to be, and the cooking, 
washing, sewing, and even sleeping 
are all carried on in full view. 


The Saturday night native crowd 


was a seething mass of people, old, 
young, babies and children, here, 
there and everywhere. 
Roadside 


shops were bright with bright, flying 
banners, advertising "special sales." 
"Theater street," where most of the 
movie houses are located and where 
no vehicles of any type are allowed, 
was ablaze with crimson announce- 
ments of particular attractions.

was a strange sensation, being 
drawn, in the cool of the evening 
thru such novel scenes and sights 
Unaccustomed to the English turn- 
ing always to the left, rather than 
to the right in traffic, occasionally 
our hearts were in our throats as 
some 
youngster 
nonchanantly 


stepped out of the way by barely an 
inch or two. This close escaping 
seems characteristic of Japan, for 
autos, as well as rikishas, take little 
notice of pedestrians, children es- 
pecially. 


The jinrikisha is almost the uni- 


versal, common means of travel in 
both Japan and China. It is like a 
jig-wheeled baby carriage, 
light, 


incredibly strong, very comfortable 
and the average runner makes 
easily five miles an hour, trotting 
evenly along, with seemingly little 
discomfort. The rikisha was in- 
vented by a Yankee missionary long 
ago and means, literally, "jin," a 
man; "riki," power; and "sha," wheel 
—a 
man-power 
carriage. 
Some 


bright traveler long ago dubbed the 
contraption, "Pullman car." 
* Our-.trip to KaHoakura -(was ono 
never to be forgotten, for it is there 
that the world-famous statue of 
Buddha draws hundreds of thou- 
sands of both tourists and worship- 
pers each year. It is one of the 
largest pieces of bronze ever casi 
by man, being fifty feet in height on 
a pedestal of a stone lotus flower 
one hundred ^feet in circumference 
The figure has sat there in solemn 
contemplation for over seven hun- 
dred years. Stoddard says of the re- 
markable face, "There is an inde- 
scribable, passionless expression o 
the face, that grows on the traveler 
as he studies it, and haunts his 
memory forever more—a look which 
in some way suggests the Sphinx, in 
its superiority to present evils, its 
dreamful contemplation of the in- 
finite, its calm appeal from time to 
all eternity." While our little group 
stood quietly awed by the spirit o 
the Buddha, two pilgrims attractec 
our attention, as most reverently 
and devoutly they offered up their 
prayers. Without question the re- 
ligion of Buddha was to them a verji 
real help and inspiration and their 
worship was most sincere. 


A short railway journey-rand thi 


railway systems in Japan won our 
admiration and praise—and Tokyo 
the old Yeddo of our geographies 
was visited, a large and progressive 
city, largely rebuilt, with Yokohama, 
since the great tragedy of the 192; 
earthquake, fire and flood, when 
over seven hundred thousand los 
their lives. Plans are under way fo: 
the extension of the city limits, quite 
like southern California enterprise 
when it will be the third largest citj 


' in the world, surpassed only by 


London and New York. Outside the 
new business center with its mas 
sive and imposing buildings of tb 
new type, the city is not beautifu 
as the majority of the houses ar 
small one-story homes, crowdec 
closely together, with dull roofs 
occasionally brightened by red tile 
or green thatch. 


The outstanding feature of the cit; 


is the imperial palace, extending a! 
around it being a moat so broad an 
deep it might easily be mistaken fo 
a river. Only royalty may cross th 
graceful bridge, but the great park, 
the moat with its quiet water an 
occasional lilies, and the careful! 
guarded bridge, add a new item o 
interest to the traveler's group o 
special memories. It has been sau 
that in travel,

but recollection, or memory, is fu 
fifty per cent of the value.'41 Trul.

Japan, as a nation, 
offers 


wonderful history for study. Th 
really thrilling story of this gre, 
country turning from Feudalism u 
a constitutional monarchy, as 
sacrifice of rank, fame and wealtl 
is one of the greatest records in 


listory of general, unselfish pat- 
riotism. No less interesting and re- 
markable is the recent progress hi 
general education. In other nations 
the educational systems have been 
of slow growing, the result of 
centuries of experience and need. 
Fifty years ago Japan, had absolutely 
nothing in the way of general, popu- 
lar, 
compulsory 
education. 
The 


government sent out hundreds of 
its brightest young men to be train- 
ed in the western world, to England, 
France, Germany and Italy, but 
most to the United States. As well, 
many foreign educators were brot 
into the country, all with astonish- 
ing results. Everywhere, in city 
and country, we saw well-built and 
commodious grade schools, equipped 
with ample grounds for the popular 
baseball and tennis, union high 
schools in the cities, with the girls 
dressed in the familiar white middy 
and blue skirt, the boys in grey uni- 
form, all with happy, bright faces, 
intelligent and healthy. The im- 
perial university in Tokyo covers 
oveV fifteen acres and has depart- 
ments covering a wide range of ad- 
vanced 
study. 
Private 
colleges, 


commercial schools, military and 
naval academies and schools of fine 
arts are to be found in every city 
of any size. 


We were all too late for the

A slight reduction in the volume 


of sales and in the price of valencies 
was noted this week, due to a de- 
creased demand for oranges in the 
east after abatement of the spell of 
terrific heat in that part of the coun- 
try, it was announced by W. M. 
Griswold of the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change. -The prices are still very 
satisfactory, however, and there is 
no indication that a break will occur. 


Altho receipts are far above last 


year's, when the crop was over large 
and inferior in quality, the prices 
being paid at the present time are 
just a fraction lower than in 1928, 
the last year of nearly normal con- 
ditions. However, this is the tune of 
the year when competition with de- 
ciduous fruits is keenest. Between 
the first of August and the fifteenth 
of September, peaches, pears, grapes, 
vegetables and cereal products are 
shipped from the Covina area right 
along with oranges—naturally caus- 
ing a spread of demand among cit- 
rus and deciduous and a consequent 
smaller demand for oranges. 


Thirty-three cars were shipped 


from the Covina Exchange last 
week, which is about the average. 
Between thirty and thirty-five cars 
are sent out every week, going to 
approximately seventy-five points 
over the country. 


Sixjy-six per cent of the southern 


California Valencia crop is already 
marketed at this time, according to 
Mr. Griswold. Fifty-eight per cent 
of Covina's supply is disposed of. 


To stabilize the market, 'shipments 


of fresh grapes and raisins will be 
limited this year, and 770,000 tons 
of surplus grapes will be diverted 
into by-products or left on the vines, 
according to an announcement made 
by Frederick J. Koster, head of the 
control board. A special scientific 
effort is being made by the Fruit 
Industries, Inc., to aid in disposition 
of grape surpluses into by-products. 
Thus far it is reported that experi- 
ments have developed a meat sauce 
94 per cent grape; a land fertilizer; 
a cigarette wrapper; and cream of 
tarter, which has been imported in 
quantities from Europe, altho tons 
of it yearly have been thrown away 
in grape residue. Another product 
is a concentrate almost as clear as 
water which is one-fourth the vol- 
ume of natural juice.: fts original 
flavor is obtained by addition of 
three parts water, but it can be ship-'

Dangers of Too 


Much Water in 
Groves Described 


Dangers of over-irrigation are de- 


scribed by W. H. Williams, assistant 
farm advisor of Los Angeles county, 
in a warning to ranchers against the 
use of too much water. A sandy 
soil is a fine medium for citrus 
fruits, provided the organic matter 
and plant foods in it are kept in the 
upper part. This organic matter is 
rapidly evolved both by nitrifying 
bacteria and by oxidation in a light 
soil, resulting in an abundant sup- 
ply of available plant food. But 
when more water is supplied at ir- 
rigating time than is necessary to 
wet the dry soil, it passes below the 
root system and carries the avail- 
able plant food with it. Three or 
four acre-inches of water may be 
over-irrigation in a sandy soil, while 
a heavy soil may take seven or eight 
inches without any sign of over-irri- 
gation. 


To iknow the soil well in local 


groves it is necessary to study and 
observe it constantly by using a 
shovel, a day or so after irrigating. 
In this way it is possible to deter- 
mine the depth of penetration secur- 
ed by a certain run. / 


Bringing back over-irrigated trees 


requires extraordinary treatment, 
according to Williams. One method 
is in cutting back the tops heavily 
to balance the top and roots. An- 
other system calls for the planting 
of a vigorous-growing cover crop, 
such as pigweed or malva, and pos- 
sibly mustard. This crop, on being 
put under, will supply great quan- 
tities of organic matter to loosen 
the soil and allow better aeration to

The process 
has in the past been confined en- 
tirely to the factory, no machines 
being allowed' in independent re- 
pair shops; but recently they were 
placed on the market and now 
ladies' shoes can be whole-soled so 
efficiently that they are as good as 
new.

WISE MEN 


I spent a day in the research laboratories of the largest 


electrical company in the .world. If two hundred years 
ago anybody had predicted the marvels that can be seen 
there today, the God-fearing citizens of the time would 
have burned him as a witch. 


For example, as you know, the metal radium is con- 


stantly giving off little particles which are called electrons. 
The electron is infinitely smaller than the atom. Indeed, 
the atom is a comparatively big proposition, a sort of uni- 
verse with lots of electrons flying around inside it. 


Of course, neither the electron nor the atom can be 


seen by any instruments which we have yet devised. But 
listen to this! The scientists in that laboratory have rigged 
up a radio apparatus, attached to a loud speaker, which is 
so delicate that it can detect the flight of electrons thru 
the ether. 


I held the dial of my wrist watch against the micro- 


phone. The figures on the dial are radium coated. And I 
could hear the electrons pounding into the loud speaker 
like a shower of hailstones on a tin roof. 


On another floor I sat in front of a motion picture screen 


and saw talking movies of three great scientists of Eng- 
land, Sir Ernest Rutherford, Sir William Henry Bragg, 
and Sir Oliver Lodge. 


Each one of them was photographed in his own labora- 


tory. Each proceeded to perform certain experiments and 
explain them. It was thrilling to sit in the living presence 
of such men and to think'how valuable those pictures will 
be to future generations. Suppose there had been a talk- 
ing movie of Archimedes demonstrating the lever, or of 
Newton explaining the discovery of gravitation! 


But what stirred me most was not the experiments 


which these men performed, but the spirit of their talk. 


Sir Oliver Lodge, for example, picked up a little weight 


from his laboratory table and let it drop with a thud. 
"That experiment," he said, "is the simplest that one could 
possibly perform and yet there is hardly an experiment 
about which we know less than we do about that." 


And, he added, "You are not to suppose that you un- 


derstand things because you call them names." 


He proceeded to talk about the mysterious properties 


of "empty space," and he concluded with this paragraph: 


"If ever we find, as I think we are beginning to find, 


that life and mind need not be associated with matter but 
can inhabit empty space, then life will not be subject to 
the troubles of a material organism and existence will be 
perpetual." 


As contrasted with many of our smartest wise-crackers 


who know everything, these wise men of science admitted 
frankly that we are only on the furthermost borderland 
of knowledge. And that anything is possible—even eter- 
nal life.

Bids Asked for 


Branch Line to 


Boulder Dam 


Construction of Boulder dam, the 


world's largest irrigation and hydro- 
electric project, involving the ulti- 
mate expenditure of $165,000,000, 
las as a first requisite the building 
of railroad facilities to carry sup- 
plies. The Union Pacific system's 
call for bids on grading and trestle 
and culvert construction is- hailed 
as the railroad prelude toward the 
vast construction program designed 
for the benefit of the great south- 
west. 


Proposals asked of contractors in 


Los Angeles, San Francisco, Salt 
Lake City, Ogden, Omaha, and Den- 
ver call for submission of bids on 
grading for the railway's 22 mile 
branch line from its main line to 
"Summit," the junction with the 7.13 
mile line to be built and operated by 
the government to the. main con- 
struction center and actual Boulder 
damsite in Black canyon of the 
Colorado river. The branch line will 
join the main line at a point 7.17 
miles south of Las Vegas, .Nevada, 
and 327 miles from Los Angeles. 


Of .the initial Boulder dam appro- 


priation of $10,660,000, the govern- 
ment has allotted $2,500,000 for rail 
facilities, or $900,000 for Union 
Pacific branch line and $1,600,000 
for 7.13 miles of government line. 
Bids on the branch are to be re- 
ceived September 5 and work will 
start as soon as the contract is 
awarded and material assembled. 
Estimates approximate the starting 
time as October 1, while 300 men 
may be employed by the successful 
contractor in the work, which may 
require six months for completion.

ARTHRITIS 


The term itself strikes terror to both patient and phy- 


sician; the latter knows, when he conies in contact with 
the disease, that he is "up against it" for a chronic seige. 


Literally, any inflammation of a joint is "arthritis." 


Acute inflammatory rheumatism should not be difficult 
to manage, tho it is typical arthritis. In this letter, I refer 
to that chronic form, that too often sends its victims to the 
rolling chair for years, if not for life. 


We do not know its cause—after years of study of its 


symptomatology. Some think it due to an obscure internal 
infection; others believe it to be a disease of the blood, not 
yet understood. So far as my experience at first hand is 
concerned, I feel sure it will some day be found to be of 
nervous origin—but that remains to be seen. 


The question of relief is one of supreme importance. 


Of course, every unit of the body must be kept functioning 
as perfectly as possible. I have seen patients almost killed 
by futile efforts to destroy the disease—with little atten- 
tion being paid to maintaining the patient's reserve forces. 
I permit every good, nourishing food to be taken, regard- 
less of theory. We must have strength to help our remedies 
combat a dread enemy. 


I want to say here, that the arthritic patient should, if 


available, submit the joints to exposure under the x-ray. 
Not too long sittings, nor too frequently repeated—for an 
x-ray burn would set up a serious complication. A patient 
of mine at this time, has taken six exposures to the ray, 
during a period of three weeks. She now wears her nor-r 
mal-sized shoes, and walks with considerable freedom, 
which she could not do at the beginning of treatment. 
Now, that's all this time. Ask your family physician about 
it; don't expect too rapid relief—but it's worth trying. 


George H. Roth, acting Los Angeles 
county health officer, the infantile 
paralysis situation is well on the 
decline. Weekly bulletins issued by 
the county health department in- 
dicate fewer cases developing and 
the peak of the epidemic passed sev- 
eral weeks ago. 


Actual statistics show that during 


the week ending August 16th, 35 
new cases were reported for the en- 
tire county, as opposed to 40 for the 
previous weke, and 61 for the week 
ending August 2nd. Three weeks ago 
the decline was 21, two weeks the 
decline was five. It is believed the 
number of new cases will continue 
to grow smaller month by month. 


A report from Dr. George Parrish, 


Los Angeles city health officer, re- 
veals the fact that July was the 
worst month of the epidemic in the 
city. In June there were 84 cases 
registered and six deaths; in July, 
158 cases registered 
and 
eight 


deaths; and in August, with the 
month over half gone, approximately 
45 cases, registered and no deaths. 
The total for this month will proba- 
bly be around 80 cases, a decline 
of half of last month's cases. 


County statistics also show the 


number of cases reported weekly, 
which are as follows: June 7 16; 
June 14, 32; June 21, 37; June 28, 61; 
July 5, 69; July 12, 72; July 19, 79; 
July 26, 72; August 2, 61; August 9, 
40; August 16, 35. The number has 
been increasing since May 3, when 
only three were reported, reaching 


J the peak in the county the week of 


I July 19, when 79 new cases de- 
veloped.

Three Species of 
Palm Predominate 


in Covina Area 


Of 1200 known species of palms, 


only two dozen are cultivated in the 
state of California, And of these, 
there are perhaps three or four 
types that are well known in the 
Covina valley, the Washingtonia, the 
Cocos Plumosus, and the Canary 
Island Date. From a physical stand- 
point, there are only two distinct 
classes—one with leaves like fans, 
and another with leaves like huge 
feathers. 


The Washingtonia or fan palm, 


one of the most common species in 
this district, is the only California 
native. Its original location was the 
desert of this state, where it occurs 
in intermittent groves, marking in 
a general way the outlines of a 
long-vanished lake whose waters 
on geologic evidence once filled the 
depressions of that sandy waste. 


The Canary Island Date palm, of 


which there is a record concerning 
an individual tree on the Canary 
islands dating back to 1492, and now 
seventy-five feet in height, is also 
very much in evidence in southern 
California. But Cocos Plumosus, a 
double row of which are planted on 
Second street as well as on the 
estates of numerous Covinans, is 
probably the most attractive for 
lining drives and edging gardens. 
It is a native of Brazil. 


Cocoanut palms, of the same 


family as Cocos Plumosus, do not 
grow satisfactorily in southern Cali- 
fornia, nor do Royal palms to any 
great extent. There are only a few 
specimens of Royal palm in the 
immediate vicinity, one of which is 
located on Cypress and Azusa 
avenues. However, there are other 
rare species about Covina such as 
the Fruiting Date from Africa and 
the Blue Fan from Mexico on the 
Mountain View ranch at the east 
end of Covina boulevard, and the 
Windmill Palm 
from 
China on 


Puente between Azusa and Lark 
Ellen. 
The .Windmill species is 


peculiar hi that the small thickness 
of the trunk is low (near the 
ground) and the thicker part high. 


When one mentions a tropical 


landscape, a-vision of palms is im- 
mediately drawn in the mind. They 
are as much a part of the tropics as 
ice is- to the poles. And they are 
not only exceedingly hardy but can 
be easily transplanted, no matter 
how old or how large, if properly 
boxed and handled.

Discuss Trade 


Difficulties

States tariff bill is being made by 
several delegations to the Pan- 
American reciprocal trade confer- 
ence, brot to order for a week's mu- 
tual discussion hi round table con- 
ference, Monday, August 25th, at 
Sacramento. 
Argentians declared 


that the high tariff makes recipro- 
city difficult and reduces the pur- 
chasing power of other countries 
for United States made goods. Par- 
ticular emphasis against the duties 
on fresh vegetables and fruits was 
stressed in a Mexican protest. 


Important conclusions will prob- 


ably be reached at this conference. 
Everybody is being given the priv- 
ilege c* talking freely about both 
buying and selling in the western 
hemisphere, for the betterment of 
all parties. 


Since the production of food is a 


basic industry in both western Unit- 
ed States and Latin America, prob- 
lems concerned with the marketing 
and distribution of food products 
lave been 
allotted considerable 


time on the conference program. 
Another problem to be taken up is 
he proposed Pan-American highway 
which, when completed, will extend 
tor 15,000 miles, from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, to Santiago, Chile, connect- 
ng eighteen countries. It will be a 
live artery along which will flow 
Jie trade and commerce of the en- 
are western continent. Not only will 
it better production exchange, but 
it should foster good will and better 
understanding between nations in- 
volved. 


The United States portion of the 


projected * highway, thru Oregon, 
Washington and California, is al- 
ready constructed. The federal gov- 
ernment has made available $25,000 
for the. survey and location of the 
northern link from Fairbanks in 
Alaska to the Canadian border. 
Canada, it is understood, will scout 
a course this summer thru Yukon 
territory and British Columbia for 
a highway that will connect with the 
Alaskan road.

Control of Oak 
Fungus on Citrus 


Roots Advised; 


An interesting and instructive ses- 


sion for the control of,oak root fun-- 
gas on citrus trees was held In the. 
G. W. Brink orchard, Alexander 
avenue and San Jose street, Pomona,- 
last Tuesday, August 19, at which 
time Farm Advisor M. B. Rounds 
made a demonstration and talk. So 
many orchards in the county had 
trees affected with oak root fungus 
that it was thot a special session for1 
instruction was necessary. Approxi- 
mately 100 growers interested in 
the control attended. 


Rounds and his assistant managed 


the demonstration. It was learned 
that control measures consist of bor- 
ing holes from 12 to 15 inches deep 
in the ground in the form of a square 
around the tree. Holes are bored 
every two feet and the square is 
about 12 feet. Two ounces of car- 
bon bisulphide is poured into each 
hole and then the .hole is closed. 


The grower does not recognize the 


disease until the top begins to show 
distress. The symptoms in the top of 
the tree are a constant dying back 
of healthy shoots and dropping of 
leaves, altho sometimes many of the 
leaves 
appear 
to be 
perfectly 


healthy. Checking the disease in the 
orchard, according to Rounds, is a 
very important part of the treatment. 
The disease travels from "tree to tree 
by means of the roots and the area 
enlarges year by year.

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Season Opens for 


Local Hunting, 


Fishing Sports 


; Angel 
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The open season for hunting 


begins September 16 in Los An 
Orange, Riverside and San Bernar- 
dino counties, according to the 
stract of fish and game !aws is 
by the state division * of control 
There are five game jref uges in 
area, however, where hunting is 
hilited, one of them being in 
mountains just north of 
Only two bucks (and no ^ 
bucks) are allowed per season 
other parts of this section; and i 
against the law to shoot does 
fawns. 


The trouble experienced by farm- 


ers with deer in the closed season 
was found to be avoided by appli- 
cation of a little science. When the 
animals left the orchards they often 
took much fruit and foliage with 
them, according to reports, and the 
problem became so serious that an 
appeal was made to the division of 
fish and game. Finally investigators 
came upon the use of naphthalene 
flakes, a by-product of various in- 
dustries in this state and inexpen- 
sive, which they tied in muslin bags 
and hung to young trees. The use 
of naphthalene was found to stop 
damage by deer entirely. 


The dove season will lawfully 


open September 1 and last for two 
months, according to the abstract. 
The possession limit for doves in 
California is fifteen per day and 
thirty per week. Grouse will be 
open to the hunter September 15 
for one month, and the limit is four 
per day and eight per week. 


Valley, desert and mountain quail 


are lawfully open to shooting only 
during the month of December in 
southern California. The division ot 
fish and game recently purchased 
600 Hungarian partridges, to arrive 
in this state in November, and will 
be introduced into selected terri- 
tories, where they are expected to 
multiply very fast. Hungarian part- 
ridges are slightly larger in size than 
our own California mountain quail. 
They are exceedingly fast on their 
feet "are extremely wild and, ac- 
cording to sportsmen, are second to 
our state quail from a game stand- 
point This will be the third plant- 
ing of partridges in the past few 
years They feed almost solely on 
insect life and create little or no 
crop damage, according to authori- 
ties. 


In protection of southern Califor- 


nia birds from water shortage in 
arid regions, permission was obtain- 
ed from the Los Angeles depart- 
ment of water to tap the aqueduct 
where it runs thru the canyons, and 
draw it off to artificial waterholes 
where game birds can gather. Re- 
ports indicate that birds are quick 
in locating these waterholes. Flocks 
of mountain quart and hundreds of 
doves were noted from time to time 
at all of them. 


The sagehen season was over the 


middle of this month, having lasted 
only fifteen days this year. The sea- 
son remains closed all year for elk, 
antelope, mountain sheep, sea otter, 
tree squirrel, sierra hare, wood 
duck, pigeon, and swan. 


FISHING SEASON OPEN 


The fishing season is open for sev- 


eral varieties. Steelhead, Whitefish 
and all trout may be hooked thru 
the month of September, after which 
Golden trout are withdrawn from 
the list for another nine months. 
The season is also open for black 
bass, sunfish. catfish, and striped 
bass. 


Striped bass are thriving in the 


Salton sea,' according to reports from 
the division of fish and game. The 
sea, 
forty-five miles in length and 


fifteen miles wide, was formerly a 
barren water until the introduction 
of two carloads of fish, five thousand 
striped bass of from four to six 
inches in length. Fish culturists 
made various tests of the geographi- 
cal characteristics of the district, 
temperatures and the saline content 
of the water, and finally recom- 
mended the cultivation of bass in 
the sea. The experiment is being 
watched from all parts of the coun- 
try, it is pointed out, and with suc- 
cess almost assured, it may be the 
means by which many other barren 
inland waters of the world can be 
made to produce an excellent game 
and food fish. 


A "Handbook of the Fishes of 


Southern California," the first of its 
kind to be compiled, is being pre- 
pared for publication by Professor 
P. S. Barnhart, curator of the mu- 
seum at the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography of the University of 
California. A total of 251 fishes, this 
number including all of the various 
types and species found in southern 
California waters, will be described 
in the book. In addition to the de- 
scription, each fish is to be repre- 
sented by a pen and ink drawing. 
As Dr. Barnhart is considered an 
authority upon marine life, the vol- 
ume will afford an easy index and 
means of identification of fishes off 
this coast and will be a welcome ad- 
dition to the library of many sports- 
men.

Business Men of 
Covina Hear Talk 


on Management 


At the last meeting of the Busi- 


ness Men's association in Covina, 
Dn W. D. Moriarty, dean of the 
merchandising school at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, spoke 
on the importance of knowing how 
to run a business before opening to 
the public with any slip-shod type 
of policy. Going back six hundred 
years, he recalled the fact that peo- 
ple had little individuality; a black- 
smith's son became a blacksmith 
automatically, with no consideration 
of personal ability or qualification. 
This condition was true thruout the 
trades for many years, until people 
began changing their attitude and 
asserted their preference in the mat- 
ter of vocation. 


At this point a new danger arose. 


Professional men, realizing that their 
ranks would soon be flooded with 
supposed practitioners and nothing 
to back them but desire, grouped 
themselves together and established 
a series of tests which every new 
professional man/was obliged to pass 
before gaining his "certificate." 


Thus the qualifications admitting 


men to certain ranks were defined, 
and the danger of incompetence les- 
sened. But this plan of limitation 
should be carried not only thru the 
professions, but thru the mercantile 
business as well, according to Mor- 
iarty. . A majority of the alarming 
business failures every year might 
be -avoided if the owners and man- 
agers of these enterprises.knew how 
to operate on a scientific basis and 
handled their affairs in a more pro- 
fessional manner. 


The mercantile business has in the 


past been open to any person with a 
little money and an idea. But more 
care must be taken in the future 
with regard to management if the 
number of failures is to be decreas- 
ed. State legislation in this respect 
would be hard to pass at this time, 
but every incorporated city has the 
power to decline to issue a business 
license to any operator unless the 
applicant proves himself capable of 
managing and running it success- 
fully and honestly. 


With these things in mind, the 


University of Southern California 
has developed a business institute 
which will deliver a series of five 
lectures, one each week, in a num- 
ber of smaller commercial communi- 
ties, for the benefit of local mer- 
chants. A competent educator will 
speak at each' of these meetings, 
coming into the city a few days prior 
to his delivery and making a close 
study of the particular condition of 
the community. In this way he will 
be able to realize definitely just 
what conditions prevail in that spot 
and will have time to consider the 
best means of correcting defects in 
the system at the time of the meet-^ 
ing. 


Mayor' Maxfield later presented

$431,000,000 Gas 


Taxes Collected 


in United States 


Gasoline tax, the duck that lays 


the golden egg in 48 states and 
District of Columbia, represented an 
amount slightly in excess of $431,- 
000,000 that motorists contributed to 
the coffers of improved roads, ac- 
cording to C. S. Beesemyer, vice- 
president of the Gilmore Oil com- 
pany. 


"Gasoline taxes are as near pain- 


less ' as taxes -can be made," says 
Beesemyer. "It must be born in 
mind, however, that the price mo- 
torists pay for gasoline includes the 
tax and that this amount of money 
goes to the state and not to the oil 
companies. 


"Oregon originated the gasoline 


tax in 1919 and today all the states 
have instituted it. The tax ranges 
from two cents a gallon, in eight 
states and District of Columbia to 
six cents a gallon in three of them. 
Eight states add five cents, 20 states 
taxed four cents a gallon, one added 
three and a half cents, and in nine 
the tax is three cents per gallon. 


"During 1929, twenty-one enacted 


an increase in the rate of tax per 
gallon. The reason that there was 
no concerted opposition to this ac- 
tion is that ninety-five per cent of 
the moneys so collected are actually 
expended on roads and highways."

Government Will 


Help West With 


Bee Industry

A problem which is vital in im- 


portance to all farfit growing regions 
is the thorp pollination of orchards 
to assure development of full crops. 
The wind accomplishes some of this 
by blowing some of the pollen from 
one tree to another, but bees are 
probably a greater help. There are 
hundreds of apiaries in the county 
now, but still not enough to accom- 
plish all that is necessary to bring 
in a full crop. 


According to the terms of a recent 


appropriation by congress, the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
will soon establish a new field lab- 
oratory on the Pacific coast to study 
problems of beekeeping here. The 
location of the west coast laboratory 
has not been selected. Three other 
locations for study of bee -culture 
are now operated by the govern- 
ment—at Washington, D. C.; Lara- 
mie, Wyoming; and Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana. 


The government bill pi-ovides $15,- 


000 for investigations on this coast, 
with the new field laboratory as 
headquarters. 
Specialists in the 


Washington laboratory are testing 
and attempting to improve various 
methods for the artificial insemina- 
tion of queen bees. Once such 
technique is made more practicable 
they will assemble specimens of the 
more important races of honeybees 
and make innumerable crosses in an 
effort to combine the desirable char- 
acteristics of all of them into one or 
two new races, just as other breed- 
ers seek to improve animals and 
plants. 


First, beekeepers would like bees 


with 
considerably larger 
honey 


stomachs so they can carry more 
nectar on each trip from flower to 
hive. Also they would like a bee 
with a greater whig expanse so it 
can fly under more adverse condi- 
tions and carry heavier loads. A 
longer tongue capable of sucking 
nectar, from the depths of long-tub- 
ed flowers would be welcome. Im- 
munity to contagious diseases would 
also be helpful.
